All good people are in favor of 
temperance and sobriety.

That law was adopt- 
ed as a method of carrying the 
constitution into effect. 

Problem One of Method. 
The problem was not a problem 
of purpose, but a problem of meth- 
od. There are many who believe 
that the method adopted by the 
Volstead law does not conduce to 
temperance and sobriety. There 
are many others who believe that 
it does conduce to temperance an‘4d 
sobriety, and that if it ts fully 
carried out we shall have that re- 
fult. 

Our people are sharply divided 
on this question. The facts are 'n 
the making. The experiment 1s 
being tried. Honest men and wom- 
en, both wets and drys, are co- 
sidering the facts as they are be- 
ing revealed, regardless of _ poli- 
tics. They must consider these 
facts calmly, soberly and temper- 
ately. I have no doubt that when 
the facts are clearly established, 
we shall arrive inevetibly and un- 


erringly at a sound conclusion and 


that we will pronounce the method 
which we have adopted for obtain- 
ing temperance in the United 


States, as a failure or as a success. 


Says Question Is Simple. 

The subject is quite different 
from any other subject with which 
Legislators have to deal.

It is his 
business and duty to advise him- 
self fully upon every question that 
is presented for his consideration 
and vote. His studies of the prob- 
lems which are presented to him 
are made to give him a knowledge 
of the particular subject which a 
majority of the people do not usual- 
ly possess.

BLOWOUT SINKS OIL DERRICK 


Forty-Foot Crater Fills With Wa- 
ter at Orange, Tex.

ORANGE, Tex., June 26.—An 
almost noiseless blowout yesterday 
caused the 112-foot derrick and 
drilling machinery of a Gulf Pro- 
duction Co. well near here to drop 
from sight, leaving a crater 40 
feet in diameter.

Specific Counts of Fraud. 
The indictment was returned 
yesterday afternoon and the Court 
ordered issuance of capiases for 
the defendants’ arrest. It was ex- 
pected they would merely be noti- 
fied by the Marshal to appear with 
their bondsmen. Fraud in the fi- 
nancial statement, as alleged in the 
indictment, was as follows: 

The item of accounts due from 
customers, given as $1,603,621, 
was padded by $665,625. 

The item of inventory, given 
as $1,551,924, was padded by 
$509,824. 

Iiabilities were much greater 
than the $4,669,735 shown. While 
accounts payable were listed at 

$71,216, Ferguson - McKinney 
owed associated companies $1,- 
251,000, “which was juggled and 
concealed in the accounts and 
not shown under the head of 
liabilities.’ 

An item of $115,677, listed as 
due from two customers, the 
United Overall Co., of Gadsden, 
Ala., and Opelike Overall Co., of 
Opelike, Ala., really represented 
money Forrest Ferguson had 
had borrowed from the com- 
pany on I O U's. 

Deficit of $1,000,000. 


Instead of the purported sur- 
plus of $301,018 there was a 
deficit of more thanfi $1,000,000, 
and instead of the reported as- 
sets of $4,669,735 the sum in 
reality was more than $1,000,- 
000 less. 

Ferguson recently gained a di- 
rected verdict of acquittal under a 
charge of embezzlement through 
his I. O. Us, in a State Court here, 
whereupon Circuit Attorney Sidener 
declared that had been his strong- 
est case and dismissed remaining 
charges of making false financial 
Statement to obtain credit. 
Baggot had testified before the 
State grand jury and hence was not 
indicted by the State.

The elder son told police that he 
was awakened by a strance odor 
in the house and that his mether 
told him to swallow some of the 
anesthetic: When he refused she 
sent him out with the instructions 
“not to tell.’’. Several hours later 
he informed neighbors that his 
brother had a strange look. Police 
found Lawrence dead in bed and 
the mother on the floor, her face 
covered with rags which had been 
saturated with the preparations.

If I had my way.I should begin this idea of 
merger and co-operation with the terminals. I 
sRoufti provide in every large commercial center 
for a terminal association or corporation which 
would be a separate entity. I should make it the 
terminal agency of all of the roads that reach 
the place, operated as nearly as could be figured 
out at cost. Then the railroads serving that 
place would turn over the traffic destined to tne 
place to this terminal agency, and it would be de- 
livered where the consignee wanted it delivered 
on any of the tracks; there would not be any 
question about closed or open terminals; there 
would be one terminal for all. It would mean a 
great saving in expenditures, a great increase !n 
efficiency, and the elimination of endless fric- 
tion. 

Cc. E. Smith presents this statement made by Mr. 
Clark in 1921, in a decision between a single terminal 
and competition of terminals in Chicago: 


Much testimony was adduced at the hearings 
and divergent opinions were expressed, as to the 
relative merits of co-operative, singly controlled 
and independently controlled terminals. That 
discussion need not be reproduced here. The pol- 
icies and plans of the city with respect to the 
general terminal situation have not yet fully de- 
veloped, and it is obviously impossible for any- 
one to determine at this time the ultimate goal 
which ought to be attained. It is believed, how- 
ever, that pending final determination of future 
policies, the greatest good can be attained by the 
continuance, for the time being, of the compcti- 
tive terminal situation. This can be best accom- 
plished by bringing the present neutral Junction 
properties into closer relation with a trunk line 
like the Central. The Central’s terminal facili- 
ties are relatively inadequate as compared with 
the competitive Eastern trunk lines, but the Cen- 
tral controls extensive facilities for classification 
and interchange which are complementary to the 
Junction properties. The stronger competition 
and the connection between the Junction prop- 
erties and the Harbor Belt facilities which would 
thus be brought about, would not only insure to 
the shippers of the Junction the necessary expan- 
sion and elastitity of facilities, together with the 
assistance of an interested trunk line in times of 
car shortage, and other emergencies. 


Finally the Manufacturers Railroad contributes this 
interesting view of Mr. Clark on the proposed ordi- 
nance, as an offset to any joy the Terminal Commit- 
tee may have had in originally quoting Mr. Clark in 
support of their own cause: 

If the pamphlet is a correct reproduction of 
the proposed ordinance I should say that the 
ordinance is either carelessly drawn or pur- 
posely has in it numerous opportunities for 
contention and Hitigation as well as some wide- 
open opportunities for the railroads to indef- 
initely postpone matters which are, or ought 
to be, of immediate interest if any such plan is 
to be adopted. 

The railroads now have complete control of 
the Eads and Merchants bridges. The Munici- 
pal Bridge promises to afford some real com- 
petition for the Terminal Association. There- 
fore, if they can exchange the use of the Eads 
Bridge, which is neither available nor fitted for 
use by such a competitor, for the Municipal 
Bridge, which is favorably located and available 
for such competition, they will have strangled 
the prospect of real competition. IT SEEMS 
INCONCEIVABLE THAT THIS ORDINANCE 
COULD BE PASSED BY CITY OFFICIALS 
WHO ARE INTERESTED IN FURTHERING 
THE INTERESTS AND WELFARE OF THB 
CITY, ITS COMMERCE AND ITS INDUSTRY. 


In short, Mr. Clark approves genuine union termi- 
nals, organized solely for efficiency and economy in 
handling traffic, not for monopoly and profitable 
tolls. He approves competitive terminal service 
wherever that is necessary or desirable for the in- 
crease of facilities and for efficiency of service. 


After a careful study of the proposed ordinance of 
the Terminal railroad# he condemns it unqualifiedly. 
He defines it as carelessly drawn, and containing 
numerous opportunities for contention and litigation, 
as well as opportunities for the railroads to indef- 
initely postpone immediate necessities of the termi- 
nal system.

THREE BOYS AND A BANK. 

The confession of 18-year-old Howard Blaisdell that 
he gave the “tip-off” to the three robbers who robbed 
messengers of the Union-Easton Trust Co. of $14,000 
once again emphasizes the foolishness of trusting 
children with bank secrets. To the discretion and 


honesty of three boys this bank gave over the im- 
portant business of transporting large sums of money 
to an associated bank downtown. 

A 17-year-old messenger carried the money, a 15- 
year-old messenger was his escort and an 18-year-old 
bank clerk knew all about the details of the trip! 
Here was a wide-open chance for astute, mature bank 
robbers to arrange in advance all details of the rob. 
bery. The tentative offer of $500 to young Blaisdell 
was enough to draw from him all-important knowl- 
edge of the movement of money from the bank. When 
the hold-up was staged the youthful messengers were 
so frightened they have been unable to give any de. 
scription of the robbers to the police. 

Bank robbery under these conditions is just like 
taking candy from a baby. 
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WHERE PIGS AIN’T PIGS. 

The Military Committee of the Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission came very near to drawn dag- 
gers among themselves over the question: “What is 
a pig?”
